"  The  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  "  is  the 
name  adopted  by  the  Medical  Profession  of  the  Province  of  Ontario, 
in  its  corporate  capacity.  As  every  legally  qualified  Medical  Prac- 
titioner in  the  Province  is  a  Member  of  this  College,  it  is  not  an 
Institution  for  the  teaching  of  Medicine. 

The  Medical  Profession  in  Ontario  was  first  incorporated  under  this 
name  by  an  Act  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada  passed  in  1866.  This 
Act  was  subsequently  repealed  by  the  Legislature  of  Ontario  in  1869, 
and  now  the  affairs  cf  the  Profession  in  this  Province  are  regulated  by 
an  Act  passed  in  1874  (37  Yict. ,  cap.  30),  commonly  known  as  the 
u  Ontario  Medical  Act." 

By  this  Act,  the  "  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  of  Ontario  "  is  empowered  and  directed  to  enact  By-laws, 
for  the  Regulation  of  all  matters  connected  with  Medical  Education  ; 
for  the  admission  and  enrolment  of  Students  of  Medicine  ;  for  deter- 
mining from  time  to  time  the  Curriculum  of  the  Studies  to  be  pursued 
by  them  ;  and  to  appoint  a  Board  of  Examiners  before  whom  all  must 
pass  a  satisfactory  Examination  before  they  can  be  enrolled  as  Mem- 
bers of  the  College,  and  thus  be  legally  qualified  to  practise  their 
profession  in  Ontario. 

The  Council,  moreover,  has  power  and  authority  conferred  upon  it 
by  this  Act  to  fix  the  terms  upon  which  Practitioners  of  Medicine,  duly 
qualified  in  other  Countries,  may  be  admitted  as  Members  of  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  ;  this  being  the  only 
mode  in  which  they  can  become  legally  entitled  to  practise  their  pro- 
fession in  this  Province. 

For  the  information  and  guidance  of  Students  of  Medicine,  the 
Profession  and  the  public  generally,  the  Council,  in  conformity  with 
the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  hereby  promulgates  for  the  year  1881-82  the 
Regulations  which  hereinafter  follow,  repealing  all  others  heretofore 
in  force.

SECTION  I. 

MA  TRIC  ULA  TION. 

1.  On  and  after  July  1st,  1881,  every  one  desirous  of  being  regis- 
tered as  a  Matriculated  Medical  Student  in  the  Register  of  this  College, 
except  as  hereinafter  provided,  must  present  to  the  Registrar  the 
Official  Certificate  of  having  passed  the  High  School  Intermediate 
Examination,  with  Latin  included,  whereupon  he  shall  be  entitled  to 
be  so  registered  upon  the  payment  of  twenty  dollars,  and  giving  proof 
of  his  identity. 

2.  Graduates  in  Arts,  or  Students  having  Matriculated  in  Arts  in 
any  University  in  Her  Majesty's  Dominions,  are  not  required  to  pass 
this  Examination,  but  may  register  their  names  with  the  Registrar  of 
the  College,  upon  giving  satisfactory  evidence  of  their  qualifications, 
and  upon  paying  the  fee  of  TVenty  Dollars.  Graduates  in  Arts  who 
have  attended  a  course  or  courses  of  Lectures  on  Botany  and  Theo- 
retical Chemistry,  and  who  have  already  passed  an  Examination  on 
these  subjects,  will  not  be  required  to  undergo  a  second  Examination 
on  the  same,  provided  they  produce  tickets  for  one  Course  of  Lectures 
on  Botany,  and  also  tickets  proving  that  they  have  attended  two  full 
Courses  of  Lectures  on  Theoretical  Chemistry. 

3.  Every  Medical  Student  after  Matriculating  shall  be  registered 
in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Council,  and  this  will  be  held  to  be 
the  preliminary  to  his  Medical  Studies,  which  will  only  be  considered 
to  begin  from  the  date  of  such  registration. 

SECTION  II. 

MEDICAL   CURRICULUM. 

1.  Every  Student  must  spend  a  period  of  Four  Years  in  actual 
Professional  studies,  except  as  hereinafter  provided  ;  and  the  pre- 
scribed period  of  studies  shall  include  Four  Winter  Sessions  of  six 
months  each,  attended  after  being  registered  as  a  Medical  Student  in 
the  Register  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario.

2.  Graduates  in  Arts  of  any  College  or  University  recognized  by 
the  Council  will  only  be  required  to  pass  Three  years  after  graduating, 
in  attendance  upon  Medical  Lectures,  before  being  admitted  to  their 
Final  Examination.  No  tickets  for  Lectures  will  henceforward  be 
accepted  by  the  Council  unless  it  is  endorsed  thereon  that  the  pupil 
had  attended  the  said  Lectures  regularly. 

3.  Applications  for  every  Professional  Examination  must  be  made 
to  the  Registrar  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario 
by  the  First  Tuesday  in  March  before  such  Examinations,  and  no 
application  will  be  received  unless  accompanied  by  the  necessary 
tickets  and  certificates,  and  by  the  Treasurer's  receipt  showing  that 
the  fees  have  been  paid. 

4.  Every  Student  commencing  after  June,  1880  (not  a  Graduate  in 
Arts),  shall  attend  Medical  Lectures  for  at  least  Four  Sessions  of  six 
months  each. 

5.  Each  "  Six-Months  Course"  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  One 
Hundred  Lectures. 

6.  Every  Student  must  attend  the  undermentioned  Courses  of 
Lectures  in  a  University,  College  or  School  of  Medicine  approved  of 
by  the  Council,  viz.  :

7.  Every  Candidate  will  be  required  to  prove  that  he  has  twice  care- 
fully dissected  the  whole  adult  human  body.

9.  Every  Student,  before  being  admitted  to  the  Final  Examination 
hereinafter  mentioned,  must  have  spent  a  period  of  Six  months  in  the 
office  of  a  regularly  qualified  Medical  Practitioner,*  in  compounding 
medicines. 

10.  He  must  have  attended  the  practice  of  a  General  Hospital  for 
twenty-four  months. 

11.  He  must  have  attended  Six.  cases  of  Midwifery. 

12.  He  must,  before  being  registered  as  a  Member  of  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  have  passed  all  the  Examinations 
hereinafter  prescribed;  and  he  must  have  attained  the  full  age  of 
twenty-one  years. 

13.  (a)  All  persons  from  recognized  Colleges  outside  the  Provinces 
of  Ontario  and  Quebec,  who  desire  to  qualify  themselves  for  Registra- 
tion in  this  Province,  must  pass  the  MatriculationJExamination  recog- 
nized by  the  Council,  and  attend  thereafter  one  full  "  Winter  Course" 
of  Lectures,  during  Two  Winter  Sessions,  in  some  one  of  the  Ontario 
Medical  Schools,  and  such  other  Course  or  Courses  as  may  be  necessary 
to  complete  the  Curriculum  required  by  the  Council,  and  shall  pass, 
before  the  Board  of  Examiners  appointed  by  the^Council,  all  the 
Examinations  hereinafter  prescribed.  Graduates  of  such  colleges  as  are 
above  referred  to,  who  present  Certificates  of  attendance  upon  Three 
full  Winter  Courses  of  Lectures  before  graduating,  will  be  required  to 

"The  words  "regularly  qualified"  are  applicable  only  to  Practitioners  registered 
according  to  law. 
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take  one  full  Course  of  Lectures  in  one  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Schools, 
which  may,  if  desired,  be  attended  during  One  Winter  Session.  This 
does  not  apply  to  Homoeopathic  Students.* 

(b)  Nothing  shall  exempt  residents  of  Ontario,  who,  after  July, 
1875,  elect  to  pursue  their  studies  outside  of  the  Province  of  Ontario, 
from  passing  Four  years  in  the  pursuit  of  their  Professional  Studies, 
such  four  years  to  include  attendance  upon  Four  Winter  Sessions  of 
Six  months  each,  after  passing  the  Matriculation  Examination  recog- 
nized by  the  Council. 

SECTION  III. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

1.  The  Professional  Examinations  are  divided  into  two  parts,  a 
"Primary"  and  a  "  Final." 

2.  The  Primary  Examinations  shall  be  undergone  at  the  end  of  the 
Second  or  Third  Winter  Session,  and  the  Final  after  the  Fourth  Winter 
Session. 

3.  The  following  branches  shall  be  embraced  in  the  Primary 
Examination : 

a.  DESCRIPTIVE  ANATOMY. 

b.  PHYSIOLOGY  AND  HISTOLOGY. 

c.  CHEMISTRY,  Theoretical. 

d.  TCHEMISTRY  (Practical)  AND  TOXICOLOGY. 

e.  MATERIA  MEDICA,  THERAPEUTICS,  AND  BOTANY. 

4.  Each  Candidate  for  the  Primary  Examination  will  be  required 
to  present  with  his  Lecture  Tickets  a  Certificate  of  having  undergone 
an  Examination  at  the  school  he  has  attended  at  the  close  of  his  First 
Winter  Session,  on  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Chemistry  and  Botany. 
Such  Examination  shall  not,  however,  in  any  way  affect  the  Primary 
Examination  of  the  Council. 

5.  The  following  branches  shall  be  embraced  in  the  Final  Exami- 
nation : 

a.  MEDICAL  AND  SURGICAL  ANATOMY. 

b.  THEORY  AND  PRACTICE  OF  MEDICINE  AND  SANITARY  SCIENCE. 

c.  GENERAL  PATHOLOGY. 

d.  SURGERY,  other  than  Operative. 

e.  SURGERY,  Operative.  # 

/.    MIDWIFERY    (other    than    Operative)  AND    PUERPERAL    AND    INFANTILE 

DISEASES. 
g.   MIDWIFERY,  Operative. 
h.  MEDICAL  JURISPRUDENCE  AND  SANITARY  SCIENCE. 

6.  The  Primary  Examinations  shall  be  entirely  "Oral."  The 
Final  Examinations  shall  be  entirely  "  Written"  and  "  Oral." 

-See  Med.  Act,  Sec.  xvii.,  Sub-sees.  2,  3,  4,  which  provides  fully  for  Homoeopathic 
Candidates,  that  they  shall  matriculate,  and  also  spend  the  full  period  of  study  required 
by  the  Council,  etc. 
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7.  Any  Candidate  who  passes  creditably  in  three  or  more  branches, 
but  fails  in  the  others,  shall  receive  credit  for  the  subjects  so  passed, 
and  be  compelled  to  pass  in  the  other  branches  only,  at  a  subsequent 
Examination. 

8.  Candidates  who  intend  to  be  examined  by  the  Homoeopathic 
Examiners  in  the  special  subjects,  shall  signify  their  intention  to  the 
Registrar  previous  to  the  commencement  of  the  Examination,  in  order 
that  he  may  provide  means  of  preventing  their  identification  by  the 
other  Students,  or  by  the  Examiners. 

9.  In  the  event  of  any  Candidate  signifying  his  intention  to  the 
Registrar  to  be  examined  and  registered  as  a  Homoeopathic  Prac- 
titioner, due  notice  of  such  must  be  submitted  to  the  Registrar,  so 
that  the  Examination  may  be  conducted  by  the  parties  appointed  for 
that  purpose ;  but  prior  to  the  acceptance  of  such  notice  from  the  can- 
didate, the  usual  fees  must  be  paid.  In  the  event  of  any  Candidates 
presenting  themselves  for  such  Examinations,  due  notice  must  be 
given  by  the  Registrar  to  the  special  Examiner. 

10.  The  next  Professional  Examinations  will  be  held  in  Toronto 
and  Kingston  simultaneously,  commencing  on  the  First  Tuesday  in 
April,  1882. 

SECTION  IV. 

FEES. 

1.  The  following  scale  of  fees  has  been  established  by  the  Council 
of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario : 

a.  Registration  of  Matriculation $20  00 

b.  "  Primary  Examination  " 20  00 

c.  Final  Examination,  including  Registration 30  00 

These  fees  are  to  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  College  before  each  Exam- 
ination. 

d.  Ordinary  Registration  Fee 10  00 

e.  Registration  of  Additional  Degrees  or  Titles 2  00 

This  fee  U>  only  payable  when  the  additional  titles  are  registered  at  different 

times,  but  any  number  of  such  titles  as  are  allowed  to  be  registered 
may  be  put  on  record  at  the  first  registration,  for  the  single  fee  of 
$10.00. 

f.  Diploma  of  Membership  of  the  College 5  00 

This  Diploma  is  granted  free  of  charge  to  all  those  Members  of  the  College  who 

attain  their  Membership  by  passing  the  Examinations  of  the  College. 
A 11  other  Members  may  obtain  it  on  application  to  the  Registrar,  by 
paying  the  above-named  fee  of  $5.00. 
g.   Annual  Contribution  from  Members  of  the  College  for  the  year  1881, 

payable  to  the  Registrar 1  00 

This  fee  is  payable  by  every  Member  of  the  College  on  the  First  day  of 
January  in  each  year.  The  attention  of  Members  whose  annual  con- 
tributions are  in  arrears  is  particularly  called  to  this,  as  the  provisions 
of  Section  XXII.,  Sub-sec.  k,  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act  will  hence- 
forth be  strictly  enforced. 
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2.  All  fees  must  be  paid  in  lawful  money  of  Canada,  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  College. 

3.  No  Candidate  will  be  admitted  to  any  Examination  until  the 
fee  for  such  Examination  is  paid  in  full. 

4.  Half  the  fee  paid  for  Professional  Examinations  will  be  returned 
to  unsuccessful  Candidates,  and  if  the  Candidate  again  appear  at  any 
time  for  examination,  he  shall  be  required  to  pay  the  full  fee. 

SECTION  V. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

Rules  for  the  Guidance  of  the  Board  of  Examiners. 

1.  No  Teacher  in  any  School  of  Medicine  in  Ontario  can  hold  the 
position  of  Examiner  on  the  Subjects  upon  which  he  lectures,  or  upon 
which  he  may  have  lectured  within  one  year  prior  to  the  date  of  the 
Examinations. 

2.  Any  Examiner  may  be  present  at  any  of  the  Examinations,  and 
there  must  invariably  be  not  less  than  two  Members  of  the  Board  pre- 
sent at  every  Examination. 

3.  At  the  end  of  each  Written  Examination  upon  any  Subject,  the 
answers  to  the  Questions  are  to  be  handed  to  the  Registrar,  who  will 
open  the  envelopes,  in  which  they  are  hereinafter  directed  to  be  closed, 
and  to  each  set  of  papers  affix  a  Number  by  which  the  author  will  be 
known  to  the  Examiners  during  the  Examinations.  The  Registrar 
will  then  deliver  the  papers  to  the  member  of  the  Board  of  Examiners 
appointed  by  the  Council  to  examine  upon  the  Subject. 

4.  The  papers,  when  delivered  to  the  Member  of  the  Board  of 
Examiners  appointed  by  the  Council  to  examine  upon  the  Subject, 
are  to  be  by  him  examined,  and  the  relative  value  of  the  answers 
marked  by  means  of  Numbers,  in  a  Schedule  which  will  be  furnished 
to  him  by  the  Registrar,  ranging  for  the  final  subjects  as  follows  :

5.  The  values  awarded  by  the  individual  Examiners  to  the  answers 
of  Candidates  are  not  to  be  subject  to  revision,  except  by  an  appeal  by 
the  Candidate  to  the  Council. 

6.  The  Examiners  shall  return  the  schedules  to  the  Registrar,  with 
values  inserted,  at  least  three  days  before  a  final  decision  of  the  Board. 
From  these  values  a  general  schedule  is  to  be  made  by  the  Registrar, 
and  no  change  of  value  can  be  made  after  such  individual  schedules 
have  been  returned  to  the  Registrar.  The  general  schedule  is  to  be 
examined  as  to  its  correctness  by  the  whole  Board,  and  the  results 
announced  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board. 

7.  Papers  upon  the  Homoeopathic  Subjects  are  to  be  finally  sub- 
mitted to  the  Examiners  approved  of  for  that  purpose  by  the  Repre- 
sentatives of  that  System  in  the  Council. 

8.  All  Oral  Examinations  are  henceforth  to  be  as  Clinical,  Demon- 
strative and  Practical,  as  possible. 
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Rules  for  Candidates  when  in  the  Examination  Hall. 

9.  Each  Candidate  shall  receive  from  the  Registrar  a  Ticket,  con- 
taining a  list  of  the  Subjects  upon  which  the  Candidate  is  to  be 
examined,  and  it  will  entitle  him  to  be  admitted  to  the  Examination 
Hall  during  the  progress  of  the  Examinations  upon  such  subjects,  but 
at  no  other  time. 

10.  Candidates  must  write  the  answers  to  the  questions  given  by 
the  Examiners,  legibly  and  neatly  upon  one  side  only  of  whole  sheets 
of  paper,  and  the  number  given  with  each  Question  is  to  be  put  at  the 
head  of  the  answer  to  it.  The  sheets  are  to  be  paged  and  fastened 
together  in  regular  order  at  the  upper  left  corner,  in  such  a  manner  as 
to  have  the  first  page  facing  outwards  to  the  view  ;  they  are  then  to  be 
folded  neatly  and  enclosed  in  an  envelope,  on  the  outside  of  which 
each  Candidate  is  to  write  his  name.  The  packet  is  then  to  be  handed 
to  the  Registrar,  or  to  some  one  deputed  by  him.  Neither  signature, 
number,  nor  sign,  by  which  the  writer  could  be  recognized  by  the 
Examiner,  is  to  be  written  or  marked  upon  any  of  the  sheets  enclosed 
in  the  envelope. 

11.  The  Questions  of  the  Examiners  in  the  Homoeopathic  Subjects 
will  be  handed  in  writing,  at  the  beginning  of  the  General  Examination 
on  the  same  Subject,  by  the  Registrar,  to  such  Candidates  as  have 
given  him  notice  in  accordance  with  Section  III. ,  Sub-sec.  2.  They 
shall  write  the  answers  to  these  questions  in  the  same  Hall  with  the 
other  Candidates,  and  hand  their  papers,  when  finished,  to  the  Registrar 
in  the  same  manner  as  provided  for  the  other  Candidates,  to  be  by  him 
given  for  examination  to  the  Homoeopathic  Member  of  the  Board  of 
Examiners  appointed  to  examine  upon  that  Subject. 

12.  If  any  abbreviations  are  used  in  answering  the  Questions, 
Candidates  must  be  careful  that  they  are  such  as  are  generally  under- 
stood, or  which  cannot  be  mistaken. 

13.  No  Candidate  will  be  allowed  to  leave  the  Hall,  after  the  Ques- 
tions are  given  out,  until  his  answers  have  been  handed  in. 

14.  No  Candidate  will  be  allowed  in  the  Hall  during  the  hours  of 
Examination,  except  those  who  are  actually  undergoing  examination. 

15.  Any  Candidate  who  may  have  brought  any  book  or  reference- 
paper  to  the  Hall,  must  deposit  it  with  the  Examiner  before  the 
Examination  begins. 

16.  Candidates  must  not  communicate  with  each  other  while  the 
Examinations  are  going  on,  either  by  writing,  signs,  words,  or  in  any 
manner  whatever. 
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17.  Candidates  must  at  all  times  bear  themselves  towards  the 
Examiners  with  the  utmost  deference  and  respect  ;  and  they  will  not 
be  permitted  in  any  manner  to  manifest  approbation  or  disapprobation 
of  any  Member  of  the  Board  of  Examiners,  during  the  progress  of  the 
Examination. 

18.  Candidates  must  not  only  conduct  themselves  with  decorum 
while  any  Examination  is  going  on,  but  they  will  be  held  strictly 
responsible  for  any  impropriety  of  conduct  during  the  whole  progress 
both  of  the  Written  and  of  the  Oral  Examinations. 

19.  Any  infraction  of  the  above  rules  will  lead  to  the  exclusion  of 
the  Candidate  who  is  guilty  of  it  from  the  remainder  of  the  Examina- 
tions ;  and  he  will  not  receive  credit  for  any  examination  papers  which 
he  may  have  handed  in  to  the  Registrar  previous  to  his  being  detected 
in  such  misconduct.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

FOR   CONDUCTING  THE  PROCEEDINGS   OF  THE 

IMIIEIDIO^IL    OOTXZLSTOIL 

OF  THE 

College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 

OF    ONTARIO. 


1.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Council  shall  take  place  on  the  second 
Tuesday  of  June  of  each  year,  at  Toronto,  at  which  meeting  the 
Registrar  shall  call  the  Council  to  order,  call  over  the  names  of  the 
members,  and  request  the  Council  to  elect  a  President.  The  election 
shall  be  by  nomination. 

2.  The  President  shall  be  elected  from  the  members  of  the  Council, 
annually,  by  open  vote  of  the  Council.  The  names  of  the  candidates 
shall  be  put  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  proposed.  The  Yeas  and 
Nays  to  be  recorded,  if  required  by  any  member.  In  case  there  shall 
be  a  tie,  the  question  shall  be  decided  by  the  member  representing 
the  greatest  number  of  inhabitants. 

3.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President,  or  by  a  written 
requisition,  stating  the  special  business,  addressed  to  the  President 
(or  Registrar),  and  signed  by  at  least  seven  members  of  the  Council. 

OFFICERS. 

1.  The  officers  of  the  Council  shall  be  a  President,  Vice-President, 
Registrar,  Treasurer  and  Solicitor,  and  such  others  as  the  Council  may 
deem  necessary. 

2.  These  officers  shall  be  elected  annually,  and  hold  office  during 
the  pleasure  of  the  Council. 

RULES    OF   ORDER. 

1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  call  the  Council  to 
order  at  the  hour  appointed,  and  cause  the  minutes  of  the  preceding 
meeting  to  be  read,  confirmed  and  signed. 

2.  In  the  absence  of  the  President;  the  Vice-President  shall  call 
the  meeting  to  order,  or  a  Chairman,  pro  tern. ,  may,  in  the  absence 
of  the  latter,  be  chosen  by  the  Council. 

3.  When  the  President  or  other  presiding  officer  is  called  on  to 
decide  a  point  of  order  or  practice,  he  shall  state  the  rule  applicable 
to  the  case,  without  argument  or  comment,  subject  to  an  appeal  to 
the  Council. 
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4.  The  President  shall  declare  all  votes  ;  but,  if  any  member 
demand  it,  the  President,  without  further  debate  on  the  question, 
shall  require  the  members  voting  in  the  affirmative  and  negative, 
respectively,  to  stand  until  they  are  counted,  and  he  shall  then  declare 
the  result. 

5.  The  President  or  other  presiding  officer  may  express  his 
|opinion  on  any  subject  under  debate  ;  but  in  such  case  he  shall  leave 
the  chair  until  the  question  is  decided,  appointing  some  other  member 
to  take  it.  But  he  may  decide  points  of  order  or  practice  without 
leaving  his  place. 

6.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  he  shall  rise  in 
his  place  and  address  the  presiding  officer,  confining  himself  to  the 
question  under  debate,  and  avoiding  personality. 

7.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the  Presi- 
dent shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

8.  No  member  while  speaking  shall  be  interrupted  by  another, 
except  upon  a  point  of  order  or  for  the  purpose  of  explanation.  The 
member  so  rising  shall  confine  himself  strictly  to  the  point  of  order, 
or  the  explanation. 

9.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgresses  the 
rules,  the  President  shall,  or  any  member  may,  call  him  to  order  ; 
in  which  case  the  member  so  called  shall  immediately  sit  down,  unless 
permitted  to  explain  ;  and  the  Council,  if  appealed  to,  shall  decide  on 
the  case,  but  without  debate. 

10.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  upon  any  resolution  or 
motion  except  the  proposer,  who  shall  be  permitted  to  reply  ;  nor 
shall  any  member  speak  longer  than  a  quarter  of  an  hour  on  the  same 
question  without  leave  of  the  Council,  except  in  explanation,  and 
then  he  must  not  introduce  new  matter. 

11.  Any  member  of  the  Council  may  require  the  question  under 
discussion  to  be  read  at  any  time  of  the  debate,  but  not  so  as  to  in- 
terrupt a  speaker. 

12.  No  member  shall  speak  to  any  question  after  the  same  lias  been 
put  by  the  President. 

13.  At  the  request  of  two  members  the  Yeas  and  Nays  may  be 
taken. 

14.  Notice  shall  be  given  of  all  motions  for  introducing  new  matter, 
other  than  matters  of  privilege  and  petitions,  at  a  meeting  previous 
to  that  at  which  it  comes  up  for  discussion,  unless  dispensed  with  by 
a  three-fourths  vote  of  the  members  present.  Any  matter,  when  once 
decided  by  the  Council,  shall  not  be  re-introduced  during  the  continu- 
ance of  that  session,  unless  by  a  two-third  vote  of  the  Council  then 
present. 

15.  A  motion  must  be  put  in  writing,  and  seconded,  before  it  is 
stated  by  the  President,  and  then  shall  be  disposed  of  only  by  a  vote 
of  the  Council,  unless  the  mover,  by  permission  of  the  Council, 
withdraw  it.  Every  member  present  shall  vote  unless  excused  by 
the  Council. 

16.  At  the  close  of  the  Annual  Session,  the  minutes  of  the  last 
meeting  shall  be  read  over,  adopted,  and  signed  by  the  President  or 
other  presiding  officer. 
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17.  The  Registrar  shall  make  a  list  of  all  resolutions  or  reports 
on  the  table,  which  shall  be  considered  "  The  General  Orders  of  the 
Day,"  the  order  of  the  same  to  be  as  follows  : 

(1)  Calling  names  of  members  and   marking  them  as  present  or 
absent ; 

(2)  Reading  of  the  Minutes ; 

(3)  Notices  of  Motion  ; 

(4)  Reading  of  Communications,  Petitions,  &c. ,  to  the  Council ; 

(5)  Inquiries; 

(6)  Reports  of  Standing  and  Special  Committees  ; 

(7)  Consideration  of  Reports ; 

(8)  Unfinished  Business  from  previous  meetings  ; 

(9)  Miscellaneous  Business. 

No  variation  in  the  foregoing  order  of  business  shall  be  permitted. 

18.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received 
unless — 

(1)  To  adjourn ; 

(2)  The  previous  question  ; 

(3)  To  postpone ; 

(4)  To  lay  on  the  table  ; 

(5)  To  commit ; 

(6)  To  amend. 

The  Chairman  shall  put  the  previous  question  in  this  form:  "  Shall 
the  main  question  be  now  put?"  and  its  adoption  shall  end  all  debate, 
and  bring  the  Council  to  vote  upon  the  main  question. 

19.  The  Chairman  shall  consider  a  motion  to  adjourn  as  always 
in  order;  and  that  motion,  and  the  motion  to  lay  on  the  table,  shall 
be  decided  without  debate. 

20.  Any  member  who  has  made  a  motion,  may  withdraw  the  same 
by  leave  cf  the  Council,  or  it  may  be  allowed  to  stand,  such  leave 
being  granted  without  a  negative  voice. 

COMMITTEES. 

1.  The  standing  Committees  shall  be  : 

(1)  Registration  ; 

(2)  Education  ; 

(3)  Finance  ; 

(4)  Rules  and  Regulations. 

(5)  Printing. 

(6)  Executive. 

A  majority  of  these  Committees  to  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  When  the  Council  shall  determine  to  go  into  Committee  of  the 
Whole,  the  President  shall  name,  in  alphabetical  order,  the  member 
who  will  take  the  chair. 
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The  rules  of  the  Council  shall  be  observed  in  Committee  of  the 
Whole,  except  the  rules  respecting  the  Yeas  and  Nays,  and  limiting 
the  number  of  times  of  speaking;  and  no  motion  for  the  previous 
question,  or  for  an  adjournment,  can  be  received,  but  a  member  may 
at  any  time  move  that  the  President  leave  the  chair  or  report  pro- 
gress, or  ask  leave  to  sit  again  ;  and  all  original  motions  shall  be  put 
in  the  order  in  which  they  are  proposed,  and  shall  not  require  to  be 
seconded. 

3.  On  motion  in  Committee  to  rise  and  report,  the  question  shall 
be  decided  without  debate. 

4.  Every  member  who  shall  introduce  a  petition  or  motion,  upon 
any  subject  which  may  be  referred  to  a  select  Committee,  shall  be 
one  of  the  Committee,  without  being  named  by  the  Council.  Any 
member  of  the  Council  may  be  placed  upon  a  Committee,  notwith- 
standing the  absence  of  such  member  at  the  time  of  his  being  named 
to  such  Committee. 

5.  Committees  appointed  to  report  on  any  subject  referred  to 
them  by  the  Council  shall  report  a  statement  of  facts,  and  also  their 
opinion  thereon  in  writing;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chair- 
man, or  acting  Chairman,  to  sign  and  present  the  report. 

6.  All  petitions  or  communications  on  any  subject  within  the  cog- 
nizance of  a  Standing  Committee,  shall,  on  presentation,  be  referred 
by  the  Chairman  or  presiding  officer  to  the  proper  committee,  without 
any  motion ;  but  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  Council,  by  a  three- 
fourths  vote,  to  enter  on  immediate  consideration  thereof. 

DUTIES    OF   THE    COMMITTEES. 

Committee  on  Finance  and  Salaries. 

1.  The  Committee  on  Finance  shall  have  the  supervision  of  the 
liscal  concerns  of  the  Council,  and  report  the  condition  of  the  various 
funds. 

2.  They  shall  prepare  a  detailed  statement  of  the  necessary  esti- 
mates of  money  required  by  the  Council  for  the  year,  and  report  the 
same  for  the  consideration  and  action  of  the  Council. 

3.  They  shall  examine  all  accounts  presented  to  the  Council,  and 
consider  and  report  on  all  matters  referred  to  them;  but  they  shall 
audit  no  bills  or  accounts  unless  countersigned  by  the  chairman  of 
the  committee  having  such  bills  or  accounts  in  charge. 

DUTIES    OF   THE    REGISTRAR. 

1.  The  Registrar  shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the  Council,  and 
record  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  such  meetings. 

2.  He  shall  give  notice  to  each  member  of  all  meetings  of  the 
Council  or  its  Committees  20  days  before  such  meeting. 

3.  He  shall  conduct  all  correspondence. 

4.  He  shall  receive  and  submit  all  documents  for  the  Council  or 
Standing  Committees  ;  take  charge  of  all  reports,  correspondence, 
accounts  and  other  documents,  and  file  the  same. 
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5.  He  shall  make  returns  of  all  salaries  ;  make  out  all  orders  for 
payment,  and  keep  full  accounts  of  all  expenditure. 

DUTIES   OF   THE   TREASURER. 

1.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  detailed  statement  of  receipts  and 
expenditure,  and  submit  annually  a  balance  sheet,  setting  those  forth 
fully,  as  well  as  a  statement  of  sundries,  and  the  particular  accounts 
to  which  these  belong,  and  pay  out  moneys  on  the  order  of  the  Presi- 
dent and  certified  by  the  Registrar. 

SOLICITOR. 

1.  The  Solicitor  shall  give  to  the  Council  or  its  President  his 
advice  or  opinion  upon  any  question  of  law  (properly)  submitted  to 
him  for  that  purpose. 

2.  He  shall  also  give,  on  requisition,  signed  by  the  President,  his 
opinion  in  the  same  way  to  any  officer  now  appointed,  or  who  may  be 
hereafter  appointed  by  the  Council. 

3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  officers  of  the  Council  to  furnish 
the  Solicitor,  upon  request,  with  any  documents,  books  or  papers 
in  the  custody  or  possession  of  such  Officers,  and  to  give  to  the  said 
Solicitor  such  other  aid  and  assistance  as  he  may  require  in  the 
performance  of  the  duties  of  said  office. 

AMENDMENTS. 

No  amendment  or  addition  to  any  of  the  foregoing  By-laws  shall 
be  made,  unless  due  notice,  setting  forth  the  proposed  amendment 
or  addition,  shall  have  been  given  at  a  meeting  previous  to  that  at 
which  the  same  comes  up  for  discussion,  and  all  resolutions  of  the 
Council  inconsistent  with  the  above  By-laws  are  hereby  repealed.
